Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—Kogoro Taka- 
hira, the Japanese minister, was asked to- 
night: 

Will Japan now welcome any offers for 
peace that might be made by Russia?’ _ 

Japan always has been for peace,” the 
minister replied. “ Japan always will be for 
peace if justice can be obtained for all con- 
cerned, Japan started in this war fighting 
for a principle and she will continue to fight 
for a recognition of that principle and the 
just attainment of her rights.” 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 2.—In diplomatic 
circles tonight, where there is every reason 
to believe there is the best information re- 
garding the plans of the Japanese, it is stated 
that the fall of Port Arthur will be prompt- 
ly followed by an offer of peace from Japan. 

It is understood that a strong effort will 
be made to have the offer come through 
President Roosevelt. It is even suggested 
that the terms might include an arrange- 
ment which would give Russia an outlet 
through the Persian gulf. There is, however, 
no indication as to whether an effort to in- 
duce President Roosevelt to move in the 
matter would be likely to succeed. 

It certainly is regarded as unlikely that 
such a suggestion should come through the 
United States unless the president has the 
strongest previous intimation that it would 
be favorably considered by the Russian gov- 
ernment. It may be added that, while it is 
known that Emperor Nicholas from the be- 
ginning regarded the war with great abhor- 
rence, there is nothing yet to indicate that 
his government intends to recede from the 
program of fighting to a finish, which has 
repeatedly been announced, 

Tune news that the fortress has fallen cre- 
ated a profound impression in government 
circles. Japan’s reconquest of the historic 
stronghold after a political and military duel 
‘extending over ten years causes an undis- 
guised dejection among the advanced nation- 
aliste and expansionists, but already there 
is a numerous and energetic element which 
welcomes the event, which ft believes will 
react immediately on the internal situation. 

“We will soon see another semstvos con- 
ference,” was the first comment of a St. 
Petersburg merchant when he was told Port 
Arthur had fallen. 


News Held from Public. 

While there is no longer any doubt in official 
circles in St. Petersburg that the fate of Port 
Arthur has been decided, and Gen. Stoessel’s 
long and gallant defense ended, news of the 
surrender has not yet been allowed to reach 
the public Foreign telegrams regarding the 
matter have been withheld from the news- 
papers pending the issue of the official an- 
nouncement here. The government is fol- 
lowing the dictates of its own judgment in 
this course, but the public so far is entirely 
unprepared for news which must prove a 
serious blow when it comes. 

The newspapers so far merely intimate that 
the defense of the garrison is proceeding as 
usual; but every one has realised for some 
time that the end was approaching, and there 
is no question but that the majority, if they

News Comes as Relief. 

But the best informed circles at the war 
office, which are in possession of unpublished 
portions of dispatches taken by the torpedo 
boat destroyers to Chefoo, describing the 
state of affairs in the beleaguered garrison, 
accept the news as true, and it is not too 
much to say that it was received almost 
with a sense of relief, and the fact that the 
remnant of the heroic defenders is not re- 
served for sacrifice at a final storming and 
perhaps to be subjected to horrors and ex- 
cesses does not meet witha word of criticism 
in Russia. Even in defeat Gen. Stoessel’s 
wonderful defense of Port Arthur has earned 
for him an impérishable name in Russian 
military annals. 

| Fear No Uprising. 

Possibly some of the hesitation of the 
authorities here to make the announcement 
of the fall of Port Arthur is due to threats 
and rumors of radical demonstrations, 
coupled with the absence of the emperor, but 
it is certain that no demonstration is likely 
which could assume serious proportions, and 
tha radical leaders would be sure to alienate 
the sympathy of many, even of the more lib- 
eral Russians, if they chose such a moment 
for a revolutionary demonstration. 

It has been learned that the last telegram 
sent by Emperor Nicholas to Gen. Stoessel 
vested the commander of the Port Arthur 
forces with discretionary powers, and urged 
him to exercise them rather than allow the 
defense to go to the last ditch. This may 
account for the apparently brief time re- 
quired to conclude the negotiations between 
the Russian and Japanese commanders, no 
time having been occupied in communicating 
with Emperor Nicholas. It is equally cer- 
tain that Gen. Stoessel did not surrender 
without previous authorization.

Nevertheless the feeling is one of 
gloom and a decision to order Rojestvensky 
to await further reinforcements before pro- 
ceeding would not greatly surprise shrewd 
observers. 


Political Effect Is Dreaded. 

The political effect in Russia of the fall of 
Port Arthur is awaited with the greatest in- 
terest. The hour of grief of the loyal Rus- 
sians is almost sure to be taken advantage 
of by the discontented elements to make dem- 
onstrations against the government. The 
revolutionary party has already decided to 
use the occasion for a general] demonstration. 

The situation in the immediate future may 
be such as to necess!tate the curtailing of the 
emperor's trip to the south and cause his re- 
turn to St. Petersburg; but the report that his 
pilot train had been blown up is untrue. There 
have been a number of mishaps to freight and 
passenger trains, owing to a bliszard prevail- 
ing in south and central Russia, during the 
last few days. One train was derailed near 
Minek, and this doubtless occasioned the 

rumor cabled to the United States that revo- 
lutionists had wrecked the train preceding 
the royal train.

“The Tribune refrains from comment on 
this subject, but reproduces the following edi- 
torial from the New York Sun of this morning, 
which fairly explains the situation: 

The Sun yesterday morning printed for the first 
time the fact that Port Arthur had fallen. Vari- 
ous of our esteemed contemporaries have here- 
tofore repeatedly printed accounts of the same 
event. This morning none of our esteemed con- 
temporaries printed the fall of Port Arthur. The 
Sun alone this morning printed the momentous 
fact. 

Deeply conscious as we are of the deplorable 
lack of modern enterprise, which has hitherto de- 
prived the Sun of the distinction of repeatedly an- 
nouncing the fall of Port Arthur, we have to con- 
tent ourselves with the reflection that when final- 
ly the Sun did print the fall of Port Arthur, ft 
was so. 

We are profoundly indebted to Mr. Swift, the 
Sun’s correspondent at Tokio, for his reticence and 
reserve on the many previous occasions that were 
open to him of proclaiming the fall of Port Ar- 
thur. It was just as well that he should wait until 
it really fell before he decided to announce the fact, 
whereas we cannot properly express our gratifica- 
tion that when Port Arthur did fall he should 
have been the only correepondent who had the 
discretion to telegraph the fact to his newspaper.

POPE HOPES "TWILL END WAR. 


Pius Thinks Both Nations Have Proved 
Their Quality and Wishes for 
Early Peace. 


ROME, Jan. 2.—The news of the fallof Port 
Arthur was received here today at first with 
incredulity. Pope Pius, on hearing the news, 
exclaimed: 

„Let us hope that it is an augury that the 
end of the war is near, now that both nations 
have proved their mettle.”

Thus the garrison 
was gradually worn down. ;

“The Japanese artillery was excellently 
served.

Meter hill. They advanced their trenches 
while the artillery was shelling the Russians 
out with a shower of metal and then occupied 
the Russian positions. 

In personal combat the Japanese was 
greatly inferior to the Muscovite. One Rus- 
sian could take care of three Japanese in a 
bayonet fight, and some of our soldiers have 
records vastly higher than that. The Jap- 
anese are good, brave soldiers, although I 
have little liking for them. 


Cost Japs 80,000 Men. 

“Tt cost the Japanese 80,000 men to take 
the fortress, while some say they have lost 
over 100,000. The number of ouf dead is not 
known, even to the high officers. 

The fighting since August has been merci- 
less. When Rihlung mountain was taken 
500 men ocupying a casement were not able 
to emerge, so quickly came the rush of the 
Japanese. The Russians tried to escape by 
the use of their bayonets in the face of ma- 
chine gun fire. Thus every man died—trying 
to resist machine guns with bayonets alone.

“One peculiar incident of the siege was 
fort No. 8, where for three months the Jap- 
anese occupied one part of the fort, while the 
Russians occupied the other.

Bluff with a Bottle of Beer. 

“Once when a Japanese prince was killed 
the Japanese sent to negotiate a truce in 
order that they might secure the body from 
heaps of others which had long remained 
unburied. The Russians received the envoys 
courteously and in an easy manner, as if they 
had untold breweries working, gave them 
the last bottle of beer at Port Arthur, with 
the idea of creating an impression of plenti- 
tude. 

“ As a matter of fact, the only real ration 
for three months has consisted of rice, which 
ultimately caused hundreds to fall sick of 
scorbut, a disease much like beri-beri. Last 
month the rations were reduced 40 per cent. 

Nothing was too great a sacrifice in order 
to impress the onary that all was well inside 
the fortress. 

“This is the first potato I have tasted 
for two months—and is this really, truly 
steak?“ 

Fought in a Living Hell. 

Other officers on the torpedo boats havea 
single word for what the fortress has been 
for the last five days during which the Jap- 
anese have bombarded and assaulted it 
ceaselessly night and day. They use that 
word unprofanely and convincingly, declar- 
ing that the horrors witnessed were beyond 
any description. 

There was not a single spot in the town 
which was safe from shrapnel. Many of the 
hospitals were hit and the wounded refused 
to stay in them. Some lay in the streets on 
heaps of débris; exposed to the bitterly cold 
weather, and some staggered back to the 
front hurling stones and defying the Jap- 
anese till taken prisoners or death came mer- 
elfully to end their sufferings. 

There were five days and nights of this 
state of affairs. The stock of ammunition, 
which had been carefully husbanded for 
months, was almost gone, and it was all too 
evident that Japan was about to grasp the 
prize which had cost her an army of men 
and countless treasure. ah 


No Stopping the Japanese. 

“There was no stopping the Japanese,” 
said Capt. Kartow. who lived in droves and

TOKIO HEARS THE NEWS.

TOKIO, Jan. 3, 3 a. m.—The news that Gen. 
Stoessef had raised the white flag and had 
asked for terms of surrender was not known 
in Tokio until 10 o’clock yesterday (Monday) 
morning. Four minutes after the first bul- 
letin had been posted at the war department 
a salute of artillery from the nearby barracks 
and a flight of rial bombs announced to the 
populace that news of momentous impor- 
tance had arrived from the front. 


Stoicism Is Swept Away. 

The people poured into the streets, and in 
an instant the usual stoicism of the Japanese 
was swept away. Newsboys crying extras 
were the messengers who carried the news 
to the holiday crowds in the streets. The 
people grabbed the papers and repeated the 
cries. Bands appearec and a score of 
small processions formed and surged 
through the principal streets, and all Tokio 
was celebrating the end of the siege within 
an hour after the news had arrived. 


Nogi Sends First News. 


The first detailed report of the surrender 
followed the bulletin quickly.

SIEGE OF TROY A PARALLEL. 


Gen. Miles Says No Other Comparison 
Suffices—Heroism of Victor and 


Vanquished. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 2.—[Special.)—Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, who arrived this morning to 
take up his duties as military adviser to Gov. 
Douglas, was not surprised at the fall of 
Port Arthur. 

Since the capture of 203 Meter hill. which 
dominated. most of the harbor, and the tak- 
ing of other commanding positions, the early 
fall of the heroically defended place seemed 
to him inevitable. , 2 

„The defense made by the Russians,” said 
Gen. Miles, was the most sublime in his- 
tory. There is nothing since the siege of 
Troy to which it can be compared. No gar- 
rison ever was subjected to such a tremen- 
dously destructive fire, night and day, from 


land batteries and ships of war, as well as to 
mines cunningly placed by skilled engineers. 


In spite of the terrible havoc wrought by 
heavy guns and mines charged with the 
most powerful explosives known to man, the 
gallant garrison under Gen. Stoessel has 
maintained its position nearly a year. 

“The sacrifice of life recorded in taking 
Port Arthur is something appalling, If an 
accurate after count is ever given out for 
publication the world is likely to be aston- 


ished, as it seems that the losses will climb 


high into the thousands. „ 

„The main effect of the surrender is that 
it permits the Japanese fleet to prepare for 
the reception of the Russian Baltic squad- 
rons now on the way to the far east, and at 
the same time it assures to Japan a strong 
base on the mainland. 

„While this loss and capture is not in any 
essential decisive, as this result has for 
some considerable time been expected, it is, 
however, a severe blow to the Russian arms. 
It not only deprives Russia of a port of refuge 
in that part of the world, but wrests from ita 
most important winter harbor.” ¢ 

Gen. Miles did not care to express an opinion 
bearing on the final outcome of the war, but 
of the heroism displayed by both Russia and 
Japan he had the most profound admiration. 
It was sublime, unexcelled, he said, the kind 
that elevates both vanquished and victor to 
the extreme height of human esteem.

The Daily Chronicle editorially says: 
“Port Arthur’s fall may enable the Japa- 
nese to reinforce Marshal Oyama so as to 
give him the means of asserting decisive 
superiority there, but, as is pointed out by 
our war correspondent lately at the front, 
the weather is severe and the army before 
Port Arthur must be terribly in need of rest. 
On the whole, therefore, it may be doubted 

whether any immediate effects will be exer- 
cised in any other part of the field by the fall 


of Port Arthur.” 

Surrender “(New Epoch in History.“ 

“ Today,” says the Daily Telegraph editori- 
ally, “a new epoch in history has been 
opened. Henceforth the yellow peoples have 
opened to them a prospect of an independent 
future parallel with that of the white peoples. 
The war has a vital bearing upon the control 
of the Pacific mo hss than upon the renais- 
gance of Asia. In this respect it affects the 
interests of America and Australia alike as 
obviously as it affects the position of every 
great power in Europe. It may prove, indeed, 


before many generations have elapsed, to 
have been more decisive than any incident in 
the relations of Burope and Asia since the 
battle of Marathon overthrew the power of 
Persia and created in the spirit of Greece that 
genius of the west which at last after 2,000 
years stands in the unmistakable presence of 
the counter genius of the east.“ 


Sympathy Naturally for Ally. 

The sympathies of the British press natur- 
ally flow in the direction of Great Britain's 
ally; but nothing could exceed the gener- 
osity of the tributes paid to Gen. Stoessel's 
magnificent defense. There is considerable 
difference of opinion as to the lessons to be 
learned from the siege; but the majority 
of the editorial writers take the view that 
the defense of Port Arthur was a tactical 
error and the fortress exercised a fatal fas- 
cination for the Russian army and fleet, and 
that, had the czar abandoned Port Arthur 
at the outset, his forces would probably have 
been enabled to crush the Japanese advance 
in Manchuria. 

On the other hand, it is agreed that the 
enormous strength of Port Arthur com- 
pelled the Japanese to waste their energies 
for many months and prevented them from 
employing their full forces against Gen. 
Kouropatkin, and that the immediate effect 
will be to revolutionize European ideas of the 
value of the art of permanent fortification. 


Believe Warships May Be Raised. 

The question whether it will be possible to 
raise and repair the Russian warships also 
is discussed. It is believed that the Japanese 
may succeed in doing so. 

Another point exciting keen interest is the 
status of Wethaiwel, which, according to 
treaty, was to be held only so long as Rus- 
sia remained in possession of Port Arthur. 
The idea, however, is that Great Britain will 
continue to hold Wethaiwel. Admiral sir 
Cyprian Bridge takes this view, leves 
there is nothing to prevent Great tain 
from making a fresh convention with China.

It was not only that Stoessel was brave. 
To his bravery he added the resources, per- 
tinacity, the capacity to inspire, the codrdi- 
nation of resource and accomplishment that 
entitle him toa high place in the ranks not 
only of the stout-hearted but also of the wise. 
Stoessel’s place in history is secure. Today, 
in his defeat, he fully shares the honor ac- 
corded to Nogi in his triumph. Indeed, the 
eyes of the world are more for the conquered 
than the conqueror. Every man feels today 
like taking his hat off to Gen. Stoessel. 

What will be the effect of the fall of Port 
Arthur? Its tendency must be toward 
peace. Port Arthur was the great prize of 
the war. The Japanese now have it se- 
curely. So long as they maintain control of 
the sea it cannot be wrested from them. 
‘Comparing Togo with Rojestvensky, the 
p abilities are strong that Japan will con- 

ue to dominate the sea until this war is 
ver. 

For Japan the capitulation will also be of 
immense financial benefit. Almost without 
cessation during the 241 days the siege guns 
never ceased to bellow, throwing out 800 
pound shells, which cost over $1,000 apiece. 
This source of expense will now be cut off. 

. 

It is said that the French defeat of Ross- 
bach contributed greatly to the French revo- 
jution. The people were humiliated, and felt 
that a government which had so badly man- 
aged the war must be inefficient and should 


be changed. It is almost certain that in a 


similar way the present movement in Rus- 
sia against the bureaucracy will be accentu- 
ated, inteusified, and organized by the fall 
of Port Arthur. | 

The people, humiliated by the event, will 
feel that they themselves could manage 
even foreign and military, to say nothing of 
internal, affairs better than the bureaucrats 
have done. 

It is, perhaps, improbable that there will 
be a bloody revolution in Muscovy. The 
czar seems to have his soldiers pretty well 
in hand, and as long as his bayonets are 
loyal, mob risings will be readily put down. 
The French revolution hinged on the fact 
that the soldiers went over to the people. 
But, though no blood be shed, it is yet cer- 
tain that this war must bring about more 
liberalism for Russia. 


Every great nation has always wished 
free access to the sea.

When the revolution comes, by force or oth- 
erwise, and leads the Russian people out of 
their cells into the full sunlight of freedom, 
then those hundred million people, looking 
upon the land, will say, How pleasant is 
life; let us enjoy it!”’

which, founded over 300 years ago at Rome 
by Cardinal Imperiali, and 4 endowed: by. 
Clement XI. and other pontiffs with numer- 
ous Valuable privileges, has constituted the 
training school from which nearly all the 
mémbers of the pontifical diplomatic service 
have graduated, And inasmuch as the papal 
nuncios, or ambassadors, invariably end by 
receiving the red hat on the termination of 
their diplomatic career, it naturally follows 
that most of the Italian members of the 
sacred college, especially those who as car- 
dinals of the curia reside at Rome, and con- 
stitute, so to speak, the cabinet of the pope, 
and wield the mcst important influence in the 
administration of the church, have received 
their education at this celebrated academy, 


| to which none but nobles was admitted, as 


indicated by its name. 

Formerly ecclesiastical careers were much 
sought after by the members of the old Italian 
nobility. Every patrician of Rome, Naples, 
and of other big cities wished his house to be 
represented among the higher ranks of the 
prelacy by at least one of its members, and 
the applications for admission to the acad- 
emy were always in excess of the vacancies. 
But times have changed. The aristocratic 
element among the Italian portion of the 
college of cardinals never has been so small 
as at present. ‘Young nobles in Italy seem 
nowadays to prefer a more active career 
than that of the church, and as the number 
of pupils in the academy has dwindled toa 
baker's dozen the pope has decided to abolish 
the institution, and to devote the fat salaries 
paid to the large corps of professors and the 
rich endowments of the college to nner 
more urgent needs of the church. 

The prineipal opponent to the reform nas 
been the cardinal secretary of state, who, as 
president of the academy, considered that 
it was necessary to defend, as far as possible, 
its interests. But he finally has given way, 
and now is adopting measures to put. into 
execution the wishes of the pope in the 

There has been in the entire history of this 
college but one graduate of American birth. 
He still survives, in the person of Archbishop 
Seton, formerly of New York, but who now 
makes his home at Rome. The archbishop, 
who was for many years rector of St. Joseph's 
church in Jersey City, secured admission to 
the academy on the ground of being a mem- 
ber of that historic Scotch house of Seton, 
which now is divided into two branches, one 
remaining in the united kingdom while the 
other has been settled for close upon 200 
years in the United States. The head ot that 
branch of the Seton family which remained 
in Great Britain is Sir Bruce Maxwell Seton, 
formerly of the war department in London, 
while the head of the American branch, 


known as the Setons of Parbroath, is Will- 


lam Seton of New York, whose ancestor 
came to New York in the reign of King 
George II. and married a Miss Curzon of 
Baltimore. William Seton distinguished 
himself in the civil war, particularly in the 
battle of Antietam, where he was badly 
wounded. 

The old Seton earldom of Winton now is 
held by Lord Eglington, as descended 
through the female line from one ‘of the 
earlier Seton earls of Winton. But his title 
to this peerage is by no means firmly estab- 
lished, and in the opinion of many eminent 
genealogists there are several members of 
the Seton family on both sides of the At- 
lantic who have prior right to the earldom. 

One of the most interesting claims ever 
rut forward thereto has been that ofa native 
of Liverpool, known as George Seton, who 
bases his pretensions on a marriage said to 
have been contracted by the fifth and last 
of the Seton earls of Winton. This peer, 
after being imprisoned in the tower of Lon- 
don and sentenced to death for his loyalty 
to the ill fated Stuart dynasty, managed to 
effect his escape to the continent, and lived 
for a time first at the court of France and 
then at Rome. The closing years of his life, 


the circumstances of his death, and the loca- 


tion of his burial place, however, have re- 
mained enveloped in mystery. It is asserted 
that he was married to the daughter of a 
Scotch physician of the name of Dr. Mc- 
Kiear and that under an assumed name he 
returned to Scotland with his wife and died 
there. If the certificate of his marriage 
could be found either in Scotland or else on 
the continent of Europe, then George Seton, 
the claimant, would be able to establish his 
pretensions to the earldom of Winton, 
though not to the estates. 

I know of few families whose record is 
more interesting or interwoven more closely 
with national history on both sides of the 
Atlantic than the Setons. Only two or three 
years ago the name of an American Seton 
was on many lips in connection with some 
feat of conspicuous gallantry performed by 
one of its members while serving with the 
army in the Philippines, and almost at the 
same time Maj. Henry James Seton of the 
Royal Irish Rifles was winning the Distin- 
guished Cross in South Africa. Indeed, 
pages could be written of the rdéle played 
by the Setons in this country during the last 
200 years. 

Every reader of the works of Sir Walter 
Scott will remember the devotion of that 
lovely Mary Seton, who was the most beau- 


- tiful and favorite of the four Marys who fig- 


ured as maids of honor to the ill fated Mary 
queen of Scots. Students of Shakspeare may 
recall that the immortal bard described a 
Lord Seton as being in attendance on 
Macbeth. The Setons occupy to this day a 
prominent position in the aristocracy of 
Sweden, held for three centuries a notable 
place in the patriciate of Milan, and may be 
described as serving as a species of connect- 
ing link between some of the oldest houses 
of the KMuropean aristocracy and a number 
of the most ancient and most blue blooded 


families of colonial descent in the United 


States. 

Among the Seton honors in Great Britain 
Bave been the earldoms of Dunfermline, of 
Winton, and of Eglington, the latter two now 
held by Lord, Eglington, who is a Montgom- 
ery, his own family being represented in 
America by the Montgomerys of Philadel- 
phia, through whom he is related to the Ker- 
nochans of New York. Then there are the 
dormant baronies of Seton and of Parbroath, 
the baronetcy now held by Sir Bruce Seton, 
and a number of other historic honors.

„FRENCH HOME COOKING,” by Berthe 
Julienne Low, is not a cook book for res- 
taurants, hotels, or those who can afford a 
chef, the author tells us, but is one adapted 
to the requirements of tue average American 
household. In other wofds, by adopting 
French recipes to the nature of American 
products, she attempts to reproduce in this 
country the best results of French cookery, 
which is supposed to excel all others. Be- 
ginning with the kitchen and the funda- 
mentals, she proceeds to develop her prin- 
ciples of adaptation, and the result is a series 
of recipes, nutritious, practical, tasty, and 
comparatively inexpensive.

Springfield, Jan. 2.—[(Special. }—State 
Auditor McCullough today made public his 
thirteenth annual report on the building, loan 
and homestead associations of Illinois for the 
last year. 

For the first time in nine years an increase 
in the mumber of associations and a growth 
in assets is shown. Resources increased 
from $39,482,282 in 1903 to $40,975,601, a gain 
of $1,543,319 or 4 per cent. Loans increased 
nearly 7 per cent, the total for 1904 being $35,- 
234,158. 

The year closed with a smaller number of 
shares of stock in force, due to“ an abnormal 
demand from withdrawing embers in Chi-

the east, embracing the great stockyards 
district, and the further fact that the mem- 
bership is composed almost exclusively of 

rsons of Bohemian and Polish nationality, 
renders a separate classification justifiable.

„Some of the significant features of their 
methods are that books, in many cases, are 
kept in the foreign language, all payments

Wrapped in a piece of red paper were sev- 
eral morphine tablets. 


On the order of the coroner the letters were 
mailed. Coples of the letters to Tallmadge 
and were also found on the table, 
the copies being unsigned.

Gustav Schrage, Red., Sheboygan, Wis.—Dear 


: Sir: I have just written to Tallmadge, and what 


I wrote him applies to you. If you had not de-

As it is, there is no way of remedying 
things. 

W. B. Tallmadge, Beq., Sheboygan, Wis.—Dear 
Bir: For what te about to happen you have only 
yourself to blame.

I hope that when anything of a similar nature 
should come im your way in the future you will 
know how to act decently.

The con- 
cern had been losing money under his man- 
agement, and Tallmadge, Schrage, and other 
capitaliste there refused to put y * more 
money. Muller was a widower. e was the 
son of the court physician to the king of 
Denmark and he had held a commission in 
the Danish army. He was penniless except 
for hie invention. He had been trying to 
secure the indorsement of the Chicago board 
of underwriters for it.
